Mr. R. B. Nathan telephoned and stated that he had just 
received a call from the Agents at Pittsburg, Kansas stating that 
the two above named persons had came to the home of one Stanley down 
there; that Agents Bryce and 0»ifehoney, who were stationed there, had 
a gun battle with Doyle, at which time Agent Bryce claims to have 
shot Dcyle pretty badly.

Nathan has instructed the Agents to give out no publicity about this 
affair ‘it all. I instructed Mr. Nathan to send a couple more Agents 
to Pitt burg to assist in the situation down there. 

Mr. Nathan stated that he has informed the Oklahoma City

On the morning of Februaiy 7, 1935, Special Agents D. A. Bryce 
and V. R. Clary, who were conducting investigation/at Pittsburg, Kansas, 
looking to the location and apprehension of Jess/Doyle and Edna Murray, 
were advieed that the car reported to be inAhe possession of Doyle Was 
parked in the rear of the home of Harry C ^Stanley, brother of Edn^fturray, 
The Agents, together with Chief of Police'Ross Armstrong of Pittsburg, 
Kansas, proceeded to this address, and while awaiting the arrival of 
other members of the Pittsburg Police Department, observed the Buick auto- 
mobile belonging to Stanley leave the premises. A Chevrolet occupied by 
Doyle followed. The Agents, accompanied by Chief Armstrong, trailed both 
of these cars until they drove into a blind street. Both cars turned 
around and the Buick belonging to Stanley was permitted to pass. The 
blind street was then blocked with the Bureau Hudson, and Special Agent 
Bryce left the car with a machine gun. Subject Doyle drove over the curb 
on to the lawn and circled around the Hudson, at the same time reaching 
for a gun on the seat. After ordering him to stop. Agent Bryce opened 
fire with the machine gun, firing 14 shots, nine of which were later found 
to have struck the car, four of these lodging in a gun case containing 
several guns located immediately behind Doyle’s head. Dcyle apparently 
fell over at the time of the shooting, but righted himself and continued 
in fli^it, disappearing from sight before the Bureau Hudson could be 
turned around. Chief Armstrong also fired five shots at Doyle’s car 
Tdth a rifle, one shot taking effect in the car. Agent Clary was driv- 
ing the Bureau Hudson and was unable to participate in the shooting. 


Following this shooting, the Agents and members of the local 
police department returned to the home of Stanley where Edna Murray was 
taken into custody. Later, Doyle surrendered by telephoning the Sheriff 
at Girard, Kansas. The car in which he had fled from Pittsburg, Kansas 
became mired, and when he observed the bullet holes in the car, advised 
that he lost his nerve and decided to surrender.

Mr .Quinn telephoned Mr. Hoover at Mew Tark and advised 
him of the escape of VolneyQ^avis from the custody of Agents Trainer and ~~ 
Stakes; that these two agents were occupied in bringing Davis Into Chicago 
from Kansas City by plane; that the plane had been forced to make a TamrHng 
about forty miles from Chicago near Yorkville, Illinois, and that Davis had 
escaped at this point. Mr. Quinn stated that the details are not very clear 
as yet but it appears that the Agents removed the leg irons and handcuffs from 
Davis in order that he would not be conspicuous and that he managed to escape 
in an automobile. Air. Hoover stated that it was outrageous to let this man 
escape; that in tire first place it was extremely unwise and inadvisable to 
only have two agents accompany a man of Davis* character and that, of course, . 
the rynoviftfr of the leg irons and handcuffs could not be excused. Mr. Hoover 
stated that Agents Trainor and Stakem should be ordered suspended without pay 
pending an investigation into the matter; that they should be ordered to 
return to Kansas City Immediately and upon their arrival there they should 
submit a full and detailed explanation for their actions and a deatiled report 
of the whole matter. Mr. Hoover further instructed Mr. Quinn to obtain all 
of the facts possible from Mr. Nathan at Kansas City concerning the orders he 
gave concerning the transportation of this man. 

Mr .Quinn further advised Mr. Hoover that Mr.Connelley is 
on his way to the place where the escape took place and is taking with him 
a large 8 quad of men in the hope of being able to round Davis up. Mr. Hoover 
stated that all men available should be furnished to My. Connelley if he needs 
them. 

Mr. Hoover then talked to Mr. Tamm and instructed him also 
to see that Mr. Connelley was given sufficient men to take care of the situation; 
end not to contact the local officers. Mr. Tamm advised Mr. Hoover that Agent 
Trainor had already contacted the Sheriff and advised him that & dangerous 
criminal had escaped and the information was subsequently broadcasted to nearby 
officers. Mr. Hoover instructed Mr. Tamm to have Mr. Connelley, when the 
latter qontacts the Division, secure a full statement from Agents Trainor end 
Stakem before they return to Kansas City and transmit it along with other facte 
concerning the break to the Division by telephone; that definite orders 
should be issued to Agents Trainor and Stakem to return to Kansas City after 
this statement is secured. Mr .Tamm stated that the plane secured was the only 
one available. «r. Hoover stated that this was no excuse; that there were no 
orders issued to go by plane; that in his opinion, two men were insufficient 
to serve as a guard for such a dangerous criminal ns in el l other_ instances 
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idien s uch dangerous men as Barker, Chase, Alcorn and others were transferred 
to other points a guard of at least four or five agents went along. Mr. Tamm 
stated that he had communicated with Mr. Nathan at Kansas City regarding 
the transportation of D ft vis and had approved the use of the plane and two agents 
as guards, as, in Mr. Tamm’s opinion, two men would be sufficient guards if the 
prisoner were shackled with leg irons and handcuffed securely, as the weather 
was reported clear and it was only about three hours flying time. Mr. Hoover 
stated that regardless, this was, in his opinion, an error in judgment end could 
not be excused.

an automobile an d escaped. Mr. Tamm stated that they should, of course, 
handcuffed Davis to themselves as handcuffs are not conspicuous. 

Mr. Hoover stated that Mr. Tamm should advise Mr. Connelley 
as soon as the latter calls in that Mr. Connelley should advise Agents Trainor 
and Stakem that they are suspended without pay and to obtain a full and detailed 
from them as to what happened and then these two agents are to return to Head- 
quarters. Mr. Hoover stated that he would get in touch with Mr- Nathan and _ 
express to also his displeasure at the mann er in which the matter was handled. 
Mr. Hoover stated that he desired to be informed if anything turned up on the 
case; that if the press makes any inquiries about the matter, and they probably 
will learn of it because of the fact that it has been broadcast, they should be 
informed that he, Mr. H 0 over, was handling the matter, and he was In lew lork.

I am transacting herewith copies of a memo- 
randum submitted to me by Special Agent B. F. Fitzsimons, Resident 
Agent at Miami, relative to conditions at the Dade County Jail. This 
is to confirm telephone conversation which I had yesterday with Mr« 
Behrends, in Mr. Tamm’s office, in which I suggested that the matter 
be referred to the Attorney General and to Mr. Sanford Bates of the 
Bureau of Prisons, in order to properly safe-guard these Important 
prisoners. It is believed that if authority is given to the United 
States Marshal in Jacksonville, to anploy guards to serve during the 
visiting hours when tourists and sight-seers go through the corridors 
on the twenty-fourth floor, that they will be able to prevent communi- 
cation with these women. 

It ml git be possible for Mr. Bates to communi- 
cate with the Dade County Comnissi oners and Sheriff at Miami, relative 
to closing this gallery, on the twenty-fourth floor to visitors for a 
certain period; however, this is the tourist season at Miami end this 
gallery or balcony is as popular in Miami as the observation tower of 
the Bnpire State Building in New York City and I am sure that the Dade 
County authorities will not wish to close it to visitors. 

Another possible alternative as to these * 

prisoners might be the removing of them to the County Jail at Orlando, / 
Florida, or to the Duval County Jail at Jacksonville, where I under- 
stand facilities can be provided for their separation and remove all 
possibility of their communication with parsons on the outside.

An iron grill has bean 
erected for the purpose of thwarting conmunication between prisoners 
and outsiders on the balcony on the twenty-fourthfloor. However, it 
is of no value and any one desirous of passing notes or prohibits 
articles to prisoners on the twenty-fifth floor could easily do so. 
Sheriff Coleman stated that he has repeatedly requested that the 
County Conmissioners close the sight-seeing balcony to outsiders, in- 
. Branch as it invites communication between prisoners and outsiders.

Any one knowing the location 
of the prisoners could very easily communicate with theaa and receive^ 
messages from them for transmittal to confederates; they could also 
pass prohibited articles to them without detection. From the attached 
Newspaper photograph and account it will be noted that publioity has 
been given to the arrival of the prisoners. I am not informed as to 
the leak in this instance, but believe it was furnished to the press 
either througi the Office of the United States Marshal or the Clerk 
of the Court. 1 am positive that neither Speolal Agent Nichols pi* 
myself had any communication with any one concerning the arrival of ; 
the prisoners. We merely appeared at the railway station on the arrival e 
of the train for the purpose of observing and assisting the marshal#

On or about December 23rd or 24th, Thomas C. Williams, 
charged here with harboring Lester M. Gillis and others, received 
a telegram from Toledo, Ohio, wishing him a Merry Christmas, etc. 

We have reason to believe that this telegram was sent by C. J. 
Fitzgerald, alias C. J. Murphy, mentioned in the Brekid case. Fitz- 
gerald was a patient during part of August, September and part of 
November, 1934, at the Vallejo General Hospital, Vallejo, California, 
which is owned and operated by Thomas C. Williams, alias "Tobe” 
Williams. 


During the interview had with Thomas C. Williams in January 
of “this year, he mentioned the fact that he could possibly cooperate 
in the apprehension of members of the Brekid gang and stated at that 
tine that he would probably have to wait until Spring to do it; that 
he had a contact in the east, either around Cleveland or Toledo, 

Ohio; that he was constantly in touch at all times with various mem- 
bers of this gang. 


An investigation was made during the time Fitzgerald, or 
Murphy, was a patient at the Vallejo General Hospital and found that 
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Fitzgerald, or Murphy, is due to return to this Hospital sometime 
in February or March of 1925 to have some silver spikes removed 
from his hip bones which were put in there during the operation, 
and it is evident that when "Tobe" Williams referred to his contact 
in the east that he would not be able to do anything until Spring 
on this case, it clearly indicates that Fitzgerald, or Murphy, is 
the contact to whom he refers. 

It Is not believed at this time that Fitzgerald will re- 
turn to the Vallejo General Hospital due to the fact that a thorough 
investigation has been made as to the patients who have formerly 
frequented this hospital and no doubt Fitzgerald is aware of this. 

It is suggested that your office made a check at the 
Western Union Telegraph office at Toledo to see whether or not a 
copy of this telegram could be obtained, addressed to Thomas C. 
Williams, Vallejo General Hospital, at Vallejo, California. It 
is thought that it will not be necessary to check this at the Postal 
Telegraph Company, as the Postal Telegraph Company does not have an 
office et Vallejo, California. In doing this it may be possible 
to locate the address of the sender of this telegram, which is 
undoubtedly C. J. Fitzgerald mentioned in the Brekid case.

As a result Fred Barker and “Ma” Barker, 
his mother and reputed “brains” of the noto- 
rious Barker-Karpis mob, are no more. The 
closing-in took the form of a six-hour siege 
and machine-gun battle in Florida where these 
members of the gang were living in ease and 
fancied security. “Ma” Barker, formerly a 
resident of West St. Paul, supplied additional 
excitement and color bv operating a machine 
gun herself until a bullet reached her. 

There is hope now that the trail will soon 
lead to the capture of Arthur (Doc) Barker, 
another member of this notorious family, and 
Alvin Karpis, said to be the actual kidnapers 
of Mr. Bremer and, probably, Mr. Hamm. 
Both are reported to have been visitors at the 
Florida house within the past two weeks, ac- 
cording to photographic identification by resi- 
dents in the vicinity. 'There is also a report 
that Doc Barker is now under secret arrest 
in Chicago. . 

The northwest mounted police of Canada 
have a widespread reputation for “getting 
their man” but recent events have shown they 
have nothing on the United States department 
of justice.

I called Mr. Coulter at St. Paul and advised him that information 
had been received from the Post Office Department to the effect that Harry 
Sawyer and his wife were reported to be intending to visit at 601 South Ninth 
Street in either Kansas City, Missouri or Minneapolis, Minnesota. I in- 
structed Mr. Coulter to conduct immediate discreet investigation at this 
address in Minneapolis, in order that if Sawyer end his wife appeared there, 
they could be immediately apprehended. Mr. Coulter stated his belief that 
this was the residence of Alice^Jonrad. 

I called Mr. Nathan at Kansas City and transmitted the information 
received from the Post Office Department to him, requesting an immediate 
check at 601 South Ninth Street. Mr. Nathan stated that Ninth Street in 
Kansas City, Missouri runs east and west, but I instructed him to check 
both such addresses on Ninth Street and also to check the address at Kansas 
City, Kansas.

. idlwaukee, &, St, Boil Railroad, but lost his position there several years ■ 

* ago due to the fact that ha was accused of having caused unrest among the 
employees by radical activities* Bartholmey claimed that this accusation ~ 
against him was false. He advised that for the pest several years ha has been 
unemployed, but has recently obtained part-time employment with the U,S* Bureau 
of Census in melting a check of farm property for the purpose of estimating the 
value thereof. He stated that he has been acquainted with Elmer Farmer since 
he first cone to Bensenville, but that he did not know of any irregular activi- 
ties of Fanner except that he was formerly in the bootlegging business and at 
the present time was supposed to be operating a number of slot machines in the 
vicinity of Bens envi lie , -When questioned concerning any parties whom Farmer 
might have brought to his house for the purpose of having him give lodging* he 
stated that Farmer had been in the habit the past several years of bringing 
individuals to him as roomers. He stated that in most instances these parties 
stayed only a short while and he did not ascertain much concerning their past 
history, \Shan questioned closely concerning the identity of some of the in- 
dividuals brought him by Farmer, he stated that some time around the early part 
of September Farmer brought an individual to his home whom he introduced as 
Andrew Allen; that this party stayed with him about a month, and that this 
person was supposed to be connected with Fenner in the slot machine business* 
Bartholmey identified a photograph of Bryan Bolton as being Identical with the 
party known as Allen, He stated that shortly after Allen left Farmer brought 
another individual to him whom he introduced as Bill Larson* He stated that 
Bill Larson stayed at his home for about one month, during which time he seldom 
left the house. 


Bartholmey waa exhibited e newspaper clipping of Bruno Aj*6tin and he . 
identified Austin as being identical with Bill Larson* Bartholmey claimed 
that he knew nothing of the true identity of either Allen or Bill Larson, but 
that from their actions at his home they appeared to be hiding from something 
and that he presumed they were wanted for acme offense. He stated that Farmer 
, at no time advised him of the true identity of these persons* He also said 
that while Allen and Bill Larson were at his home they received no visitors 
with the exception of Farmer, Bartholmey was shown the photographs of ell • > 
members of the Barker-Earpis gang and their esso elates, but he denied ever hav- 
ing seen any of these with the exception of Bolton. He also denied any of the 
gang visited hie home while either Allen or Bill Larson were there end that 
any of the photographs exhibited to him were likenesses of persons formerly 
brought to his home by Farmer, He denied that he knew anything of the location 
of thef Bremer hideout prior to the time it was discovered by agents of this 
office, or that he had any occasion to visit the home of Harold Allderton dur- 
ing January or February of 1934, although he knew Allderton* 
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Karcelle Keller was interviewed by the writer and she advised 
that her correct name is Olga podsada; that she was born in Chicago on . 
Novanber 3, 1903; that her parents Mr. and Mrs. John podsada reside at 
2135 Chicago Avenue, Chicago, Illinpis; that she has two sisters and 
three brothers.'

that 8 he had just seen some bad news in the newspaper* In the stmt

At the office of the State* Attorney, Chicago, Illinois, on 
February 6 , 1955, Special Agent L B. Hclntire and the writer interviewed 
Sergeant Thomas Donnelley, States Attorney Police, who advised that ha 
had apprehended Bruno Austin on January 20, 1935 while he, Austin, was 
being married and that Austin had been banted, bar bie Office, since Septcnk* 
her of 1934 for jumping a bond of #10,000 under which he was at liberty r V- 
in connection with the robbery and shooting of a threater owner in Chicago^ 
Illinois. Sergeant Donnelley advised that the case egainst Austin on 
the robbery charge seemed to be a fairly good one ins-smuch ss the Victim 
had identified Austin, but that since the time Austin was first arrested 
on the charge numerous friends had tried to intimidate the victim as well 
aa all the prosecuting witnesses and for this reason it had been necessary, 
to place a police guard with all the prosecuting witnesses. He stated 
that he had found Austin a pretty hard character and that Austin was 
apparently connected with a pretty tough bunch of criminals in Chicago. 
Sergeant Donnelley further stated that Austin was still incarcerated in

Mr. Kingman of the Jacksonville Office called and stateji -Agent v* \ ■ 
Fitzsimons had just telephoned from Miami, stating that Hr. Butl er,- Ch ief 
of Police at Clewiston, Florida had telephoned him to the effect that he 
had received information from a woman informant, whose name he did not 
desire to dieclose over the telephone, that Karpis and Campbell are sup- 
posed to be staying at Woodyard Hammook on Lake Okeechobee, about 15 miles 
from Clewiston.

We were Just kids then* In 1920 I was arrested for car thievery in 
Tulsa, Oklahoma and was sentenced to the Oklahoma State Penitentiary at 
McAlester for 13 years and 4 months* I was released fran thet institu- 
tion on July 28, 1926, and later met Fred Barker aid his brother 4enn«n 
in South Coffeyville, Kansas, at which time they told me tkat s they were 
operating a Bath House near the Oklahoma-Arkansas state line, Boutin 
of Claremore, Oklahoma* I believe it was celled the Radium Springs 
and consisted of a large hotel and numerous anall cabins* 


I waB arrested again in January 1927 at Parsons, Kansas for Uirglary 
and was convicted on this charge, receiving a sentence of 5 to 10 
years* While in the Kansas State Penitentiary I became acquainted with 
Alvin Karpis and Lawrence Duval. Fred Barker had already been in the 
penitentiary when I got there. I believe he was doing time for burglary*

was released he told me that he would watch newspapers to see When I 
would get out and then would meet me in Kansas City, Missouri in front 
of the Majestic Hotels 


I was released fran the Kansas State Penitentiary on June 17, 1932, 
and proceeded direct to Kansas City, Missouri by street car* I waited 
for Fred Barker around the Majestic Hotel all that day and he finally 
showed up around 8 P.M. that evening. He took me to his apartment at 
the Country Club Plaza where he was living with his mother mid Alvin 
Karpis. At this time he gave me $400*00 or $500*00 for clothes aid 
living expenses. During this period the Fort Soott, Kansas hank was ^ 
robbed, and the following is my knowledge of this robbery*

When we left Maywood, Illinois, we lived in Cardin and Conmerce, 
Oklahoma for a few days with Doris* family and then went to Kansas 
City, Missouri and obtained an apartment at the Tettershall Apart- 
ment Hotel, the address of which I do not Joxow, There is a large 
stone church across the street* We went to St, Paul,- Minnesota in 
the late sunns r of 1933 and checked in at the St, Paul Hotel under 
the name of X* A, Conn ley. Shortly thereafter I met Xddie Green in 
a gambling joint near the St, Paul Hotel* I believe there was A 
barber shop in front of this place, Eddie asked me what I was doing 
and having nothing particular in mind he suggested that we go fish- 
ing at a place called Three Lakes, which 1 b near Crosby, Minnesota* 

The four of us, that is - Eddie, Bessie, Doris and I, lived at this 
Lake for about 35 days and no one visited us while there. 
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"We left Three Lakes around September 1, 1933 and rented a cottage 
on a lake approximately 25 miles south of Minneapolis, Minnesota. 
Eddie Green had previously stayed at this resort and as moved 
there at his suggestion* I recall that t>n the day we left Three

About a week after we moved to this lake Doris received word fr om

On one occasion Eddie got drunk In Harry Sawyer’s piece end I believe 
he told Harry at that time where we were living. We did a lot of 
fishing on this lake. and when it began to get cold, we xnoyed to 
Minneapolis end obtained an apartment at the White si deApartmente on 
Girard Street. Eddie and Bessie obtained an apartment nearby on 
Freemont Street in the 5300 Block.

Shortly after Thanksgiving of 1933 Yolney and Edna visited u« at ' V 
our apartment* They had had an automobile accident and as a result 
Edna received two fractured ribs. I took her to a doctor in Minne- 
apolis for medical aid. and ahe stayed with us for about two days# 
Volney did not stay at our place end I don’t know where he was living 
at this time. Subsequently Fred Barker came to aee me* I guess he 
got my address frcxa Volney. Fred asked me on this oocaeion what I 
was doing with Eddie Green# I told him that we were just "palling" 
around together. He then said that he had heard that Eddie had 
beaten up his mother and when I told him it wasn’t true because I 
had seen her shortly subsequent to the time Fred specified ae to 
when Eddie was supposed to have done this he fwent up in the air" 
and said that I was elding with Eddie and making a fool out of him* 
Later yolney told me that Fred had cussed me out to him ae I was 
preferring Eddie Qreen to him#

On or about January 15, 1934, two days before the Brener kidnaping, 
Fred Barker came to my apartment along towards evening and warned me 
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-that I hafl better more if J knew what wee good for *e. He 'lid aot 
explain *y he wanted me to more nor did I get a chance to ask him. 
Imoediately after Tred left I went to Eddie Prean-a apartaent and 
told him whet Fred had eaid, further etating Jhat.I was leading the 

following day. I 'told him that Borie and I were ^ing to Oklahoma 

end invited him end Bessie to Join ns, I«hafi previously talked to. 

Eddie about the line mines in Oklahoma and he always expressed a 
desire to see than. In view of this I thought that this occasion 
would afford a good opportunity for me to show these mines to ***• 

Bessie desired to take the trip end the four of us left the i^llewing 
morning in my ear. We drove to Conmerce, Oklahoma, arriving there 
that night. Eddie end Bessie etayed at Mot t£ Stanley 8 place «id 
Doris end I went to live with her mother at Cardin, Oklahoma. We 
stayed with Doris’ fanily for about a week and while at this place 
ve read in the newspapers about the Bremer kidnaping. jM ie and 
Bessie were at ill living at Mott's place in Commeroe at this time. 
Naturally we discussed the kidnaping and Eddie was of the opinion 
that the Barker boyB, at al, pulled that Job as he knew they mre 
in tom, and, furthermore, did not believe that «iyone else in 
St. Paul at that time would be capable of pulling a "snatch". I 
also believed that these boys kidnaped Bremer end lhat Freddie told 
me to leave eo that I would not be in town when it happened.

From Oklahoma, Eddie, Bessie, Doris and I moved to Topeka, Kansas 
and obtained apartment* in the Senate Apartment Hotel* Eddie and 
Bessie left Topeka about two or three weeks later and I Relieve 
returned to St. Paul. Doris and I left Topeka the day after Eddie • 
and Bessie departed and went to Conmerce, Oklahoma, tfiere we lived 
et Mott’.e place for about two months. 

Around the latter part of May 1934, Doris received a long distance 
call at Mott’s place from Edna. I think the call came from Aurora, 
Illinois. Edna stated the was going to be operated on end wanted 
Doria to come to Aurora. We drove there in my Buick Victoria Coupe 
and registered at the Riverside Hotel under the name of E. V. Conhley. 
We lived at this hotel for about a week and then moved .to an apartment 
which we rented from a man by ’the name of Burke 11, During thie 
period I saw Volney two or three times but * he wasn't living in Aurora* 
On one of these occasions he gave Doris $250,00 to give to me. A.

Also I recall that on one occasion while in Aurora, Illin °* s »

"Tother stated that they just stopped to see how we were getting 
alon£: a*i3 where we had been. Fred did not have very much to say* 

On another occasion I met a fellow by the name of Jimmy, who Volney 
brought with him to Aurora* Also while in this towi I became 
acquainted with Corey Bales and Matt Kirsch through Edna* We 
spent considerable time drinking at the Fox Gardens at Aurora* 
rfe remained in Aurora for about a month, after which Doris end J. 
returned to Cannerce, Oklahoma* Shortly thereafter Mott Stanley, 

Doris* brother, received a letter from Volney in which there were 
enclosed two money orders for $100*00 each* These money orders were 
issued in Mctt*8 name but were intended fbr me* It was part of 
the money that Volney still owed me* 

From Commerce, Oklahoma we moved to Saline, Kansas; Wichita, 

Kansas and Cardin, Oklahoma* I did a little gambling around 
this time and won about $200*00* We moved to Kansas City in August 
1934 and obtained an apartment on Canpbell Street* Frcm there we 
rented an apartment located at 4112 Locust Street under the name 
of E* A* Connley, where we lived three or four months. We subse- 
quently rented an apartment at 23 Warner Plaza, Apartment 7, end here 
we used the noces of Mr* and ^rs* J* C* Stacey, living there until 
Doris was arrested following the shooting of a Mrs* Helen Bush on 
February 5, 1935* 

About three months ago Volney Devis and Edna Murray came to our 
apartment in Kansas City and we had visited with them off and on . 
since that time* 

I traded a 1933 Nash Sedan for a 1933 model Buick Victoria Coupe 

with the StevenB Motor Company, Minneapolis, Minnesota in October 

1933, and I used this Buick until I sold it about three weeks ago 

to a Used Car Dealer on East 15th Street named Iwses, Or sane such name* 

I then purchased a 1933 model black Chevrolet Coupe from the Sullivan 

Chevrolet Company in Kansas City, which is the car I was driving 

when I was arrested* 

On Tuesday, February 5, 1935, Volney Davis ceme to my apartment and 
asked me to take him down to the United Motors Serviee Company to 
see whether his Pontiac Sedan was ready. He had previously placed 
it in this garage for repairs* He remained in the garage for abcut 
ten or fifteen minutes after which he requested that I drive him to 
Baytown, Missouri* He told me to wait for him and a few minutes later 
he returned and we went back to Kansas City, Missouri. I do not know 
eh at business he had at Baytown* When we reached Kansas City at 
this time he suggested thet I drive him to a point on !Jh?oost Avenue 
near the car barns, stating that he had to see a fellow about some- 
thing. When he left me I returned to my apartment at 25 Warner 
Plaza and found that Doris was not at home. I waited around for a 
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"couple of hours end then went to look for her hit could not find 
her* The next morning at about 5:30. or 6;00 A*k* I read in the 
newspaper that Doris, under the name of Vinita Stacey, b ad been 
arrested for shooting a woman* I became very much worried and went 
to Volney’ s end Edna’s apartment and showed them the story in the 
paper* They ware surprised to hear about this and we engaged in a 
long discussion as to the motive Doris would have to shoot this 
woman* However, we oould not come to any logical conclusion* I 
then returned to my apartment and packed my clothes, this being 
around 7:30 on the morning of February 6, 1935* I returned to 
Volney ’s apartment later that afternoon and remained there until 
7:45 F*M* At this time Volney had not as yet shown up and Edna 
stated that he left around noon to get hiB car at the United Motors 
Service Company and that she had not seen him since that time* She 
was very much concerned about his failure to come home nd suggested 
that I drive her to an apartment on Troost Avenue, stating that she 
wanted to see if Volney was there or had been there. I drove her 
to an apartment, which is near the ear bams, end I beliavw the 
address is 4915 Troost Avenue* She went into the building alone and 
a few minutes later she returned and said that no one apparently 
was at home. However, as we drove away she looked back and observed 
a light in the apartment in question* She remarked that it was 
strange that there was a light In the apartment and that she had re- 
ceived no response when she knocked on the door* I looked to see 
what apartment she had reference to and observed that same is situated 
on the "North end of the building, to the rear, on the second floor* 

She did not mention who lives In this apartment nor did she state 
whom she wanted to see concerning Volney* However, I n of the 
opinion that a man by the name of Leo, whom I had previously met 
through Volney, lives there as he is the only person, to my knowledge, 
that Volney has connected with in Kansas City* 

Concerning this man Leo, I wish to state that I met him on one occa- 
sion while at Volney and Edna’s apartment at 3213 Broadway. On this 
occasion Volney talked with Leo alone for about 25 minutes and when 
he left Volney casually remarked that Leo owned a 1935 Model Ford 
Coupe* This was the first and only time I met Leo and I do not know 
anything concerning his business and associations* 

The last time I eav Volney Davis was about 10 o'clock on the morning 

of February 6, 1935, when he went to the garage to get his ear* I 
did not take him to this garage nor did I see him get arrested* 

I wish to state that Volney had told me at various times that Fred 
informed him that should I ever want to connect with him and the boys 
again I should let him know through Volney* However, Fred wanted 
me to give up Doris which I did not cere to do* 
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*1 absolutely do not know who kidneped Willi era Haem In St* Paul 
in June 1933, nor did I ever hear any discussion or conversation 
concerning this kidnaping as I did not associate with anyone except. 
Volney Davis subsequent to that period* Howaver, I do know that 
no st of the members of the mob were in Maywood aid Oak Park, 
Illinois, at that time. I do not know Fred Goetz, Harry Canqpbell, 
Russell Gibson, Paula Harmon, wynona Burdette or Dolores Delaney* 
but I believe that I have heard Canpbell’e name mentibned by the 
boys on a few occasions* 

The only persons with whom X have associated during the past three 
months ere Volney Davis and Johnny Rush, who is the husband of the 
woman whom Doris tfiot*

In view of the investigations which have been conducted by 
other Agents of this offiee, both in connection with the apprehension of 
Yolney Davie on February 6, 1935, end the taking into custody of Edna lsurray, 
Jess Doyle, Harry C* Stsnley and his wife on February 7, 1935, memoranda 
setting forth the full details of such investigations have been prepared by 
the various Agents engaged in this work end ere being eet out herein as 


follows: 
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the Pontiac Sedan to the Personal Service Garage at 1609 McGee where, acting 
as an employe© of tha United Motors Garage, 1 had the ear washed* At 
approximately 10:50 A *M. I returned the car to the United Motors Service# 

During this trip I was followed In a Government ear by Agents St akem and 
Shan ah an | • ^ - 

At approximately 11:50 i«U< at the United Motore Garage, Yolney 
Daria appeared to el aim the Pontiac Sedan* Be vaa immediately placed under 
arrest, searched and placed In a Government ear with four Agent a and driven 
to the Kansas City Division Office* 

I then accompanied Special Agent in Charge Hath an end a group 
of Agents to S3 Varner Plaza ^iere ve were to raid Apartment 7* At this place 
I waa stationed with a machine gin in the rear corridor Of the aparteent 
building where I stayed until I was told to go to Apartment 7, which waa 
found to have been abandoned* VI th Agents Dietz and Shanahan I remain ad in 
the apartment until approximately 7 P*M* , until relieved, whan I returned to 
the Kansas City Of floe* At approximately midnight 1 returned to thle apartment 
and left again at 1:50 A*M* 

On Thursday morning, February 7, 1935, Special Agent in Charge 
Nathan informed Agents Dietz and myself that Jess Doyle had escaped after a 
shooting at Pittsburg, Kansas and had been reported eeen near Liberal, Missouri* 
We were ordered to proceed in the direction of Liberal and maintain eon tact 
with the office* At Butler, 1'lsaourl we were informed by Special Agent in 
Charge Nathan that Jess Doyle was in custody at the County Jail at Girard, 

Kansas, and that ve should proceed there inroad lately* 

Shortly after arrival at the Girard , Kansas Jail 1 left for 
Pittsburg, Kansas in company with Agents Clary and Bryce in order to maintain 
contact with an Informant watching the house of Barry C« Stanley, where Jess 
Doyle had stayed the previous nlgit* I returned to Girard at about 6 o’clock 
that evening and in company with Special Agents Paul Hanson and Frank luhelan, 
of the Oklahoma City Division Offlca, and Agent Dietz, of the Kansas City Office, 
we maintained a watch at the Girard Jail# 

On Saturday afternoon, February 9 , 1935, Agent Dietz and 1 • 
obtained a written etatement from Jeae Doyle covering his activities from the 
time he waa released from the Lansing Stats Penitentiary* The guard at the 
jail vaa maintained until about 10 o'clock Sunday morning Aan Jess Doyle 

was turned over to the United States Marshal for removal* During this period 
from Thursday until Sunday the car used by Jeae Doyle was examined, as well 
as the baggage he had with him* 

I returned, in company with Special Agent Dietz, to the Kansas 
City Office at approximately £ P*M* Sunday afternoon, February 10, 1935*

H. A. Dietz concerning hie activities In connection with this investigation

On February 5, 1935 at approximately 4 P.M., on the inataaee 
of Special Agent in Charge B* B. Hath®, thia Agent, accompanied by Special 
Agenta W* F. Trainor, R. P. Shanahan and 7* E. Stakem , immediately proceeded 
to the United Motors Company, 2501 McGee Street, Kansas City, Missouri and 
there oontacted Mr. Clark, in charge ofjfKe service Department, oho alviaed 
that a peraon who had been driving 19541 on tiac Sedan, 1935 Maaourl/li can ae 
plates 43-218. had oome into the garage' to inquire Aether or not it- aus ready; 
that he had atayed for appro ximataly ton minutea «id walked out end got into 
a 1933 Chevrolet Coupe with 1935 Miaaouri licenae plates 193-380 end had left, 
stating he would return on February 6, 1935 between 10 and 12 o'clock in the 
morning in order to get hie automobile. At thie time Special Agenta Trainor 
and Parry proceeded in a Dlvieion autonobile towards Raytown, Missouri in 
order to see whether or not they cou ld locate the mtomoblle in which thia 
peraon had laft. Special Agenta R. P* Shanahan and T. £• Stakem also left 
the United Motors Company, and thia Agent remained, pending instruction® from 
Special Agent in Charge R. B. Nathan. While at the United Motora Company 
this Agent displayed hie photographs of Volney Davie to Mr. Clark under a 
hand magnifying glees and he stated at that time that "if thia wean t the 
per ecu it wae so much like him we would not blame him for having made a mistake".

Motors Garage at the above mentioned address* Agenta Shanahan and Stakem taking 
a position in the Stock Room, this Agent and Agent Trainor remaining in the 
Samoa Room, mi special A«ent T. I. Perry, dreaaed In a ahlta 
Jacket, was acting ea a service mem. At approximately ^;30 A*k. Special Agent 
parry took the 1934 Pontiac Sedan to a. Service Station to be washed imd wae 
trailed there by special Agenta Shanahan and stakem in order to avoid the 
possibility of having someone hijack the automobile from him. The mitomobile 
was returned at approximately 10:30 A.«. and the various Agents resumed their 
previous positions waiting for the peraon to oome after hie automobile..

Jess Doyle was taken into custody by the United States marshal on *-10-3*

Prior to the arrival at Pittsburg, Kansas, from McPherson* 
Kansas, of the writer and Special Agent A. J* Nor at sour, on February 7, 1935, 
as heretofore Indicated in this report , a surveillance of the borne of H a r ry 
C* Stanley at 206 East Adams Street, Pittsburg, Kansas, bad been conducted 
on February 6, 1935, by Special Agents D* A. Bryce and B. Clary In re- 
sponse to instructions received from Special Agent in Charge R. B*Natban to 
the effect that Jess Doyle could not he located In hie apartment at 23 Warner 
Plaza, Kansas City, Missouri, and might possibly be headed in the direction 
of Pittsburg, Kansas* 



On the morning of February 7, 1935 , reliable 

informant, who has been cooperating fully with BurefWPW^l^eSpect to this 
surveillance of Stanley's home, informed Special Agent Bryce at about 7 A.H* 
that there was a Chevrolet Coupe parked behind the residence of Harry C* 
Stanley, 206 East Adams* Agent Bryce, accompanied ky Agent Clary, inmediately 
drove by the Stenley home and observed the Chevrolet car bearing 1935 Missouri 
tags number 193-380. Cooperation was immediately received fran Chief of Police 
Boss Armstrong of Pittsburg, Kansas. At about 8:05 A*M» Harry Stanley w as 
aeen to come fran the baek door of his home and get into his own Buick auto- 
mobile. Shortly thereafter Jess Doyle left the house, entered the Cheyrrxet 
Coupe find drove it to where Harry Stanley was waiting, having parked hit car. 
Both the Buick and Chevrolet proceeded to drive off at that time, Stanley © 
car in the lead and both automobiles being followed by the Bureau car, cQCupied 
by Agents Bryce and Clary and Chief of Police Armstrong. Stanley and Doyie, 
in their respective cars, turned West after proceeding two blocks South W 
Adar-s Street and went three blocks West, crossing Eroadway, rtiich is tne ran 
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street in Pittsburg, Kansas. At that point they again turned South on a 
dead and street* During this time the Chevrolet ear, which was behind the ' - 
Buick owned by Stanley, was being closely followed by the car containing 
Agents and Chief of Police Armstrong* Consequently when Doyle reached the 
end of the street and unable to proceed any further, he turned around end « 
headed back in the direction of the ear containing Agents* Special Agent 
V* R* Clary, who was driving the Bureau automobile, was successful In pulling 
the car sideways on the street, thus blocking the oourse of the Chevrolet 
containing Doyle. Stanley, who had been driving a Buick ahead of Doyle's 
car had proceeded on by the Bureau Hudson, all efforts being made by the 
Agents to concentrate the blocking of the escape of the Chevrolet. Seeing 
that the ear was blocking the street Doyle swung his csr up over the curb 
and along the inside of the sidewalk for about 15 yards, liien he again turned 
back into the street, attempting to drive off in a Northerly direction* At 
the seme time he was seen to reach to his right Aide, apparently for a gun* 
Special Agent D* A* Bryce, who had Immediately jumped frcm the Bureau car at 
the time it blocked the street, called to him to stop, informing that he was 
an officer* When Doyle gave no indication of complying with this eonmand 
Bryce fired 13 shots at Doyle through the back of the fleeing car, firing 
two blasts fran a Thompson sub-machine gin* Several of the shots fired were 
seen to hit the car directly behind the driver and from the actions of the 
latter it was thought that he had been injured inasmuch as he was seen to slump 
in the seat* The Chevrolet car, however, continued to proceed Northward* 

Due to the time lost in turning the Bureau car around attempts to locate the 
Chevrolet Coupe were unsuccessful* The ear was lost in the residential dis- 
trict of Pittsburg, Doyle having had about a four block lead before pursuit

The Agents then immediately drove back to the Stanley home 
where Edna I.Mrray and Mr* and Mrs* Harry C* Stanley were taten into custody* 

At the tine of her arrest Edna Murray had in her possession a *32 caliber 
Colt automatic pistol* All three persons were imnedi ately placed in the 
Pittsburg, Kansas city jail* 

At about 11:10 A*LC* Sheriff Delamaide, of Crawford County, Kansas, 
called the Pittsburg, Hanses Police Department and stated that Jess Doyle had 
been taken into custody and was at that time incarcerated in the County Jail* 
Special Agents Clary and Bryce, accompanied by Tom St ewers, of the Pittsburg 
Police Department, proceeded to Girard^ Kansas, iianedi ately and there placed a 
Government hold order on Jess Doyle* It was learned at that time that Doyle 
had called the Sheriff's Office by telephone, stating he was wanted as a fugitive 
by the Government end wanted to be placed in jail; further stating that he was 
afraid he would be killed. He advised the Sheriff of his location, which, at 
that time, was about lSjj miles Southwest of Girard, and also said that his car 
was stuck in the mud two miles from the point where he wes then located. The 
Chevrolet car was shortly thereafter recovered and subsequently towed into 
Girard, Kansas to the garage of the C* E* Deill Motor Company, the work being 
done by Kr* C* S. Deill himself. According to him the csr was found 9 miles 
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South of Girard, 3 miles West and l/4 mile South, atuck in the raid# Thip 
car was tc-ed into the above named garage the evening of 8-7-35 at approximately 
5:05 p.v. It will he noted that these facts are also aet out in the memo- 
randum of investigation conducted by Special Agent H* A* Dietz, which ie 
reported above. 

In addition to the investigation covered by the memoranda 
already set out in this report, there are alao being quoted the following 
memoranda sulmitted by Special Agents V* R. Clary, D. A. Bryce and Wm# B. 

0 ’Mahoney relative to the work engaged in by them, particularly in connection 
with the events transpiring both in Pittsburg and Girard, Kansas:

MEMCRAJTD'OM FOB THE SPECIAL ACTTT IN CHARGE: 

I ec submitting herewith memorandum covering my activities at Pittsburg, 

Kansas, on February 6th and 7th, 1935, in connection with the Bremer case: 

» 

On Wednesday, February 6, 1935, I was instructed to assist Special Agent 
B# A* Bryce in the surveillance of a house located at 206 East Adams St#, 
Pittsburg, Kanses, the home of H# C. Stanley and his wif®. 

Touring the afternoon I had Division Car No# 1 at the service station being 
greased. At about 4:30 m t Special Agent Bryce called me at the service 
station and requested that I return to the Besae Hotel immediately. This 
I did, and, upon arriving at the Besse Hotel, Agent Bryce informed me that 
he had received a telephone call from Special Agent in Charge R. B. Nathan 
informing him that Jess Doyle had left Kansas City in a black Chevrolet 
coupe, 1933 model, bearing 1935 Missouri License tags 193-380, with a 
Sullivan Chevrolet Co. tire cover. It was thought possible that he would go 
to Pittsburg, Kansas. 

Te immediately began driving around the etreete in the vicinity of 206 East 
Adams St. end also Broadway Street which 1 b highway 73-E from Kansas City. 

Tie did not see this car, but continued looking for it at intervals of about 
thirty minutes until quite late. I he not certain of the time that we (£iit and 
put the oar in storage, but believe it was nearly midnight# 

At 7:10 AL- on Thursday February 7th, 1935, Special Agent Bryce called me and 
said* "That car has shown up. Get your clothes on". I dressed and went to 
his room. At about 7:20 AM I went to the garage and g>t the car. We drove 
south on Locust Street, which is the street which intersects Adame Stree a u + 
100 feet west of the house known as 206 East Adams St. On crossing Ad*r:s ree . 
we observed a black Chevrolet coupe parked north and south in back of the ouse 
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"at this address* We eould not see the numbers on the license tags well 
enough to make them out, nor could we read the lettering on the tire cover* 

It was thougit advisable to avoid attracting attention by .stopping and try- 
ing to make out the numbers on the tags* 

We, therefore, continued to the police station to pick up Chief of Police 
R* A* Armstrong* He had not arrived at the Police Station and we went to 
his home to pick him up* Special Agent Bryce had telephoned him from the 
police station while I remained in the car* We went to the home of Chief 
Armstrong, but he had left* A few minutes later we picked him up in front 
of the Besse Hotel* 

Chief of Police R* A* Armstrong, Special Agent D* A* Bryce and this Agent* 
who was driving, proceeded in Division car No* 1, to a point on Washington 
Street (one block north of Adams Street) where car was parked with motor 
running, facing east about forty feet fran Adams Street* 

It was decided to wait for the Chevrolet Coupe to leave, then follow the car 
out of town, when it was planned to overtake this car end apprehend the 
occupant thereof without any publicity and also without warning the remaining 
occupants of the Stanley house* 

About five minutes after eight o’clock, H* C* Stanley was observed leaving 
this house* He went to the garage and backed his Buick Sedan out into the 
alley* This agent did not see anyone go to the Chevrolet, but in a minute 
or so, the Chevrolet also started moving* This agent moved the Division car 
up to the intersection and Stanley’s Buick was seen turning south on Locust 
St. followed closely by the Chevrolet Coupe. 

The Division car was driven to Adams Street and west on Adams Street one block 
to Broadway Vhere these two cars were seen turning south on Broadway* We 
followed them several blocks south on Broadway when both cars again turned 
west and then, after driving west a block or two, again turned south# When 
the division car made this last turn it was discovered that we were only 
about half a block behind them* To avoid being noticed, the Division car 
was slowed down to give the other two cars time to get. farther ahead* 

It was then observed that Stanley’s Buick and the Chevrolet Coupe were making 
a "U-tum" around a flag-pole in the middle of this street about a block and 
half away and were ooming back towards us* As we approached the intersection 
of Quincy and Walnut Streets, Chief Armstrong said that they had gotten into e bli. 
street end that now was the time to get them* 

In view of the fact that we were headed in the opposite direction and the 

Chevrolet Coupe would pass by us, it was considered that any further attempts 
to trail this car would prove ineffective. By this time, the Division car 
was on the north side of the intersection facing south, the Stanley Buick 

was on the south side of the intersection facing north* A car from the west 

crossed and a car from the east was spproaching at a high rate of speed. It

"was necessary, therefore, for both Stanley*® Buick and the Division ear to 
wait, on opposite sides of the street, for these two cars to cross* 

It was not deemed advisable to block the road in front of the Stanley Buick 
because this would have then given the occupany of the Chevrolet warning 
and have permitted him to have either attempted an escape by abandoning 
the car, or to get whatever firearms he might have had in readiness* 

While the Division ear was blocked on the north side of this intersection, 
the Chevrolet Coupe had oome up close behind the Stanley Buick* This made 
it impossible to get the Division car in between these two cars* As soon 
as possible, the Division car was driven across the intersection, past the 
Stanley Euick, and in front of the Chevrolet Coupe* Special Agent D. A* 

Bryce, who was riding in the right-hand front seat Jumped from the car 
taking with him a Thompson sub-machine gun loading with a clip of twenty* 

The driver of the Chevrolet Coupe 0*io was later definitely identified as 

Jess Doyle) apparently had his car in second gear because he seemed to have 
a great deal of power* As the Division cer approached, he suddenly jerked 
his car over the curb and pulled around the Division car* As Doyle’s car 
passed this Agent, I saw Doyle reach down onto the seat of his car with his 
right hend* Although I did not see Doyle with any firearms, it is my belief 
that at that time he was reaching for a pistol which was probably on the 
seat beside him* At this point, it is noted that tlrs* Stanley informed this 
Agent later in the day that Doyle had two automatic pistols when he left her 
home that morning* 

As Special Agent Bryce jumped fran the Division car he celled to Doyle to stop* 
When it was seen that Doyle did not intend to stop and was about to effect 
bis escape, Agent Bryce opened fire with the Thompson suhnna chine ©in fran 
a point just east of the front left fender of the Division car. A number of 
the bullets were seen to enter the beck of the Chevrolet* Chief cf Police 
Armstrong, who was riding in the back of the Division car fired five shots 
with an automatic rifle* In the opinion of the writer, none of the shots fired 
by Chief Armstrong took effect* 

As soon as it was seen that even after the firing Doyle was not going to stop, 
this agent began turning the Division car around* The car was at aich an 
angle in this narrow street that it was necessary to back up twice to get turned 
around* Doyle’s Chevrolet was then observed driving rapidly north on Walnut 
Street* Walnut Street Jogs at a point about four blocks north of the point 
of firing* By the time we had arrived at the Jog in Walnut Street it was im- 
possible to determine which direction the Doyle Chevrolet had gone* 

Anticipating that Doyle had possibly decided to make an attempt to return to 
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"Kansas City* the Division car was driven several miles north on highway 
73— E* After satisfying ourselves that he had not gone in this direction* 
we returned to 206 East Adams St* , Pittsburg* Kansas* Special Agent Bry se 
and Chief Armstrong went to the front door and this Agent went to the back 
door* No one attempted to leave the back door* and #ien Special Agent Bryce 
called to me, I went to the front door and went in* There were two women 
and one man inside* in addition to Special Agent Bryce and Chief Armstrong* 
Someone said that one of the women wea Edna Murray* 

After we had searched the three persona found In thia house, I took Edna 
Murray to the Division car end Chief Armstrong and Special Agent Bryce 
brought Mr* end Mrs* E. C* Stanley out to the car* As we were reedy to leave 
this place, Tom Stowers, Desk Sergeant, Pittsburg Police Department, drove 
up* Edna Murray end Mrs* E* C. Stanley were transferred to hi6 car* Hie 
Division car then followed Stowers* car to the Pittsburg Police Station 
where Edna Murray and Mr* end Mrs* E* C* Stanley were pieced in the Pittsburg 
City Jail* ... 

iEciediately upon arriving at the Police Station Special Agent Bryce called 
Special Agent in Charge R* B* Nathan at Kansas City, Mo. # and told him of 
the arrests and the encounter with Doyle* In the meentine, at the request 
of Special Agent Bryce, Tom Stowers called police officers and sheriffs * 
offices in the vicinity of Pittsburg, Kernses, giving then a description of 
the Dcyle Chevrolet and requesting them to be on the lookout for It* Thia 
was done quite thoroly and we were assured that all the principal highways 
were being watched* It Is noted that on this date it was reining quite hard 
which rendered travel on unimproved roads practically ‘impossible* .. 

After questioning the Stanleys for some time in an attempt to ascertain where 
Doyle was going when he left their place, Special Agent Bryce, Tom Stowers 
end the writer made a search of the passable roads end highways in the vicinity 
of Pittsburg in an effort to locate some trace of Doyle’s car, but were un- 
successful* 

We then returned to the Pittsburg Police Station and were questioning Edna 
Hurray when word was received from Sheriff Delamaide at Girard, Kansas, that 
jess Doyle had voluntarily surrendered himself to sheriff Delamaide# Special 
Agent Bryce, Tom Stowers end the writer then proceeded in Division car to 
Girard, Kansas, where Jess Doyle was found in the Sheriff’s office. '

j^ter receiving your information by telephone on the night of Tebruary 6$ 
to the effect that JESS D07LE, bad left Kansas City, Missouri, driving a 
Chevrolet Coupe bearing 1935 Mo. Tags 193-380, end that it was possible 
that he was headed for Pittsburg, Kansas, Agent V* R* Clary and the writer 
checked all streets end garages in Pittsburg, but failed to locate the 
above described car* 


On the morning of Tebruary 7, 1935, Mr. J* D* Hiller called the writer 
, at 7:00 a.m. stating that there was a Chevrolet Coupe parked behind the resi- 
dence of H» C* Stanley, 206 E. Adams Street, Pittsburg, Kansas. Agent Clary 
and writer iitmediately drove by the Stanley home end noticed the Chevrolet, 
bearing tags numbered 193—380, The car was still parked behind the house 
as previously described by Hr. Miller. Agents immediately called Chief of 
police, Ross Armstrong, Pittsburg, and Sergeant Thomas Stowers, also Pittsburg 
police. They were told to meet Agents in the vicinity of the Stanley home. 
After the arrival of Chief Armstrong, and before the arrival of Thomas Stowers, 
at about 8:05 A*?:*, H. C. Stanley came from the back door of his home and 
got into his om personal automobile, a Buick, and backed out to the street, 
where he stopped as if waiting for someone. Jess Doyle then, after having 
come from the Stanley home, entered the Chevrolet Coupe and drove it to 
where H. C. Stanley was parked waiting. Stanley then drove two blocks south 
of Adscns Street, where he turned west with Jess Doyle following him. Agents 
Clary and the writer, together with Chief Armstrong, followed the two above 
mentioned eutomobiles in a Division owned automobile, that Agents were driving. 


Stanley and Doyle in their respective cars turned West after proceeding two 
blocks south of Adams Street end went three blocks west, crossing Broadway, 
the first intersection crossed. After driving west three blocks they again 
turned south and drove in that direction on a street that had a dead and. 
Apparently neither Stanley nor Doyle realized that the street dead ended until 
reaching the end. They made the turn at the end of the street and started 
back facing us. Stanley was leading poyle by about ten or fifteen yards. 

There was only one course open for Agents end the Chief to take Doy^e, which 
was to block the street with the Division automobile. Agent clary drove 
past Stanley and blocked the street with the Division automobile. The writer 
immediately stepped out of the -car, covered Doyle with the machine gun calling 
*7?e»re coppers, Jess, put your hands up% Doyle then reached in the 
by his side with bis right hand, picking up a pistol and witn his left hand 
wheeled his car over the right curb, ran along inside the sidewalk ror^a 
distance of about 15 yards turned back into the etreet and started north. 


The writer fired thirteen shots at Doyle through the back of his fleeing 
car, firing two bursts from the machine gin. Several of the shots fired 





"were Been to hit the ear directly behind the driver and Doyle was Been to 
slump in the seat but continued to drive north* Chief Armstrong was also 
firing at the car with a high powered rifle, striking the car one time on 
the right side, the bullet caning out through the right glass frame* Chief 
Armstrong was firing from the Division automobile* ; 

The writer then jumped back into the Division ear, Agent Clary turned the 
car around started in pursuit of Doyle* We failed to locate Doyle 
after the affray* The car was lost in the residential district of Pittsburg, 
Doyle having a four block lead before the Division car caild be ftirned arcund* 

When it was seen that Doyle had escaped, we immediately drove to the Stanley 
heme, 206 E* Adar.s Street, Agent Clary want to the back of the house, Chief 
Armstrong watched the front, the writer went in the house through the front 
door, ordering everyone to put up their hands* Ihere were three people in 
the house, Kr* and I^rs* Stanley and Edna loirray* Edna ^-urray had a *32 cal* 

Colt autanatic pistol when the writer entered the house, followed by Chief 
Armstrong. She threw the pistol on the divan* All three people were then 
pieced under arrest and lodged in the Pittsburg city jail* 

At writer’s request Sergeant Tom Stowers called all outlying cities in the 
vicinity of Pittsburg, giving t?ie tag number end description of the car 
driven by Doyle as well as description of Doyle, requesting that officers so 
notified block all highways within a radius of fifty milee. 

At about 11:10 AJI* Sheriff Delamaide of Crawford County, Kansas, called the 
Pittsburg Police Department stating that he had Jess Doyle in custody at the 
County Jail. Agent Clary, Thomas Stowers and the writer immediately proceeded 
to Girard, Kansas end placed a Government hold order on Jees Doyle* 

Upon interview with Doyle Immediately upon reaching the jail, Doyle stated 
to Agents that he had called the Sheriff by telephone, telling him Ihat he 
was wanted as a fugitive by the Government and that he wanted to get in jail 
for fear of his life* The Sheriff then stated to Agent that Doyle had called 
him out of bed by telephone, stating that he was a fugitive and had had a shoot- 
ing serene in Pittsburg and wanted to get in jail before he got killed, giving 
the Sheriff his location at the time, which was ^ miles eaithwest of Girard, 
Kansas*' ; 

Doyle then stated that hie car was stuck in the mud two miles from where the 
Sheriff had picked him up. The Sheriff then accompanied Agents and Thomas 
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"Stowers to the Chevrolet car driven by Doyle* Inside the coupe directly 
behind and above the seat was found a. gin case containing 1 Remington 
automatic rifle, *401 caliber, 1 pump 12 gauge sawed off shotgun; 1 
Remington sawed off autanatic shotgun and 1 regular Remington 12 gauge - - 
automatic shotgun* All these ©ins were put into the Division autanobile 
together with four suit cases also found in the back end of the coupe* 

All this property was taken to the County Jail at Girard, where the Sheriff 
picked up the new Remington 12 gauge automatic shotgun stating that he 
was going to keep it .as a souvenir* ■ This gun is still in the possession 
of the sheriff who refuses to 'surrender s«ae to Agents* 


Subsequent search made In the vicinity of the neighborhood where Doyle 
abandoned his car was made by county officers who accompanied the wrecker 
to Doyle’s car, which resulted in the finding of a brief case containing 
several seta of license tags and a ‘Colt *45 cal* automatic pistol* The 
Sheriff took this pistol also and took it to his living quarters in the 
jail. He has also refused to turn this pistol over to Agents* In fact, 
requested that all guns found in Doyle’s car be left in his custody for 
"his disposition* "* ' 


After the Chevrolet Coupe had been found it was evident. that the gun case 
previously described had stopped four of the shots from the ^machine gun* 
The car when found end examined was seen to have eight machine gun bullet 
holes on the left side of the back directly behind the steering wheel, end 
one rifle billet hole on the right side, that billet having passed through 
the body of the car.

Arrangements were then made with C. E. Deill to hive the 
Chevrolet belonging to Jess Doyle tewed into Girard and placed in storage. 
After these arrangements bed been made Agents Bryce, Clary, Parry and Sgt. 
Too Stowers returned to Pittsburg, Kansas. At this tine Agents took with 
then all of the guns enumerated above with the exception of the Remington 
automatic shotgun, serial number 277988, which had been taken t>y Sheriff 
Delenaide • 


It is noted here that Special Agent Parry’s nane has been men- 
tioned ebove. Special Agents Parry and Dietz arrived from Kansas City 
Portly after Agents Bryce and Clary had returned from locating the car. 

About this time also Special Agents Paul Hansen and Frank Whelan, of the 
Oklahoma City Office arrived at the Crawford County Jail, having come to 
Girard fran Coffeyville. As per instructions fran the Special Agent in Charge 
of tha Kansas City Office, Agents were divided in order that a constant watch 
might be maintained over the prisoners in Girard end Pittsburg, Kansas. 


Mr. D*ill. upon going for Jess Doyle’a automobile, was accom- 
panied by E. B. Steren* and Jnguat Doraey, Dcp^J Sheri ^f ^ta^taen^tuak*

Special Agents Dietz and O'Uahoney relative to property found In the possession 
of both Edna Murray and Jess Doyle at the time of their arrest in bag number 
4, which was a Gladstone bag, was found one package of Travelers' Checks cf 
the Mellon National Bank of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, serial numbers of which 
have been set out above* Concerning these checks, which were taken into 
possession By Special Agent Paul Hanson, of the Oklahoma City Office, and 
are at this time in the possession of that office, numerous attempts were leu : 
made at the Wyandotte County Jail, Kansas City, Kansas to elicit information 
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from Doyle as to his possible participation in a robbery of the First National 
Bank of Okemah, Oklahoma, and also the Okemah National Bank, Okemah, Ok l aho m a , 
which occurred December 22, 1954* In addition to the aignod written atate- 
ment submitted by him on February 15, 1935, he stated on numerous occasions 
thereafter to Special Agent John L* Had ala and the writer that he had not 
participated in those robberies and knew nothing concerning them* Concern- 
ing also the two Mellon Travelers* Checks which were subsequently recovered 
from Doyle’s apartment, together with the City of Peabody, Kansas bond, Doyle 
also professed to know nothing which would explain their preeence there* 



In thie connection it should be noted that it is quite possible 
that Doyle was telling the truth inasmuch as subsequent to the time he made 
his written statement, prior to his departure for St* Paul in the custody 
of the United States Marshal, he admitted that he, together with Volney Davis 
and Johnny Rush, alias Jack Langdon, had robbed the Bank of Drexel, Drexel, 
Missouri, on December 13, 1934, at ifcich time the City of Peabody, Kanses 
* 1000.00 bond which, as above indicated, was recovered in Doyle’s apartment at 
23 '.Varner Pleza, was stolen* However, he stated repeatedly that he had nothing 
to do with the robbery of 'the banks in Okemeh and could offer no information 
as to the identities of the men who had participated in them* When confronted 
with the fact that two $10.00 Travelers’ Checks issued by the Mellon National 
p. pj-i y-j Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, numbers G— 536580 and G— 336597, had been found 
in his apartment, end which had been identified as part of the loot taken in 
the robbery of one of the two hanks in Okekah, he Btated the two checks had 
been given to him by Volney Davis about a month ago* In this connection, he 
stated that had he been in the Okemah Bank robberies he would be glad to admit 
it inasmuch as he would rather Berve a sentence in the Federal Penitentiary 
than in the Missouri State Penitentiary at Jefferson City* Reference to the 
latter was made in view of his earlier admission that he, together with Davis 
and Johnny Rush, had robbed the 3ank of Drexel, Drexel, Missouri on December 13, 
1934* 


With further reference to the $ 1000*00 City of Peabody, Kansas 
bond and two Travelers’ Checks which were found in Doyle’s apartment at 23 
7/arner Plaza by Charles Bowman, negro Janitor at that address, it should also 
be noted that on February 13, 1935, the Kansas City Star carried a news dis- 
patch to the effect that George Hatch, easier of the Bank of Drexel, Drexel, 
Missouri, had identified the bond as one of the several taken in the loot at 
the time the bank was robbed on December 13th last* 

On February 14, 1935, the writer, accompanied by Special Agent 
R* A* Bryce, contacted Hiomas J. Higgins, Chief of Detectives, of the Kansas 
City Police Department, with reference to this end at that time learned the 
serial numbers of the Travelers’ checks found end the details surrounding the 
discovery of the same* Hie bond and the two Travelers’ checks ©re at the 
present time in the custody of Thomas J. Higgins, Chief of Detectives, i^ansas 
City, Missouri.

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On the Bene day Charles Bowr.an, negro Janitor at 23 Warner Plaza, 
Kanses City , Missouri , was brought to the Kansas City Bureau Office and there 
intervi ewed by Special Agents W# B# 0*LIahoney and D# A« Bryce relative to the 
circumstances surrounding the discovery of the aforementioned securities bj 
hiin* It was at that tine learned that such discovery had been made in the 
manner heretofore mentioned in this report ; namely, that the food articles re- 
maining in the apartment after the search made by the police, was given to 
Mr. Bowman by Mrs. Miller, the manager of the apartment* She stated to him 
at that time that the apartment had to be cleaned out immediately ao that it 
might be shewn to prospective ten aits and ordered him to clean out all the 
cupboard shelves and keep the food for himself, if he so desired# This con- 
sisted at the time, according to Mr# Bowmen’s own statement to Special Agents, 
of the following: A- sack of potatoes} onions; flour; catsup; chop suey sauce; 

1/2 can of Oval tine; 5 pounds of sugar; oranges and grapefruit. Bowman then 
took all the articles to his quarters, which are located in the basement of 
15 Warner Plaza and in the eourse of preparing some Oval tine on Saturday night, 
February 9, 1935, discovered the bend end two Travelers* checks, which he imme- 
diately wrap red in newspaper, put in the oorner of the coal bin ano. covered 
with coal# On Monday he took the securities to number 6 police station, from 
which place they were subsequently turned over to Chief of Detectives T# J« 
Riggins, of the Kansas City, Missouri Police Department* 

During the interview with Bowman it was also learned that two 
men had appeared at the apartment at 23 Warner Plaza and had made inquiries 
about the people in aparbnent 7, which was the one formerly occupied by Jess 
Doyle and Doris O’Connor# However, they made no disclosures to him of their 
identities or their reason for making inquiry. Consequently, in respect to 
this, Bow:. an had no further information to offer. 

A memorandum covering the complete details of this investigation 
by Special Agents O’Mahoney and Bryce is being prepared by Special Agent O’Mahoney 
and further investigation will be conducted to determine, if possible, the 
identity of the two men mentioned by Bowman as the persons m a ki ng inquiries

The following memoranda submitted by Special Agent John L. 

Madala with reference to further information secured by him f ran. Jess Doyle, 
are included herein. 





TLe following is additional information obtained from Jess Doyle by 
Special .A^ent Jolm L. i^adala on February 14, 1935: ; 


i^ent informed Jess Doyle that Yolney Davis had been apprehended 
by the Government, but that he subsequently was successful in escaping. In 
this connection, A^ent asked Jess where he believed Volney would seek refuge 
aid who- he would attempt to contact for money or firearms. Doyle stated that 
if Volney were in the vicinity of Chicago, Illinois, he would unquestionably 
call on Kstt Kir soil, who operates the Hiverslde Cefe and the Fox 
aurora, Illinois. He stated that there is a great possibility that he also 
me. contest other friends in Aurora, IUlnois. In this connection, Doyle stated 
that volne*' 1e a very likable fellow, and if his true identity is not i^nown 
in Aurora,' Illinois, he would have no difficulty in finding refuge there. 

D 0 -le further stated that he believes that Yolney has numerous friends 
in Toledo, Ohio, who would not hesitate to harbor him. He advised that at one 
tine Volney mentioned the names Bert and Ted, stating that these fellows were 
very friendly with the boys.

Do-’O advised that should Volr.e/ return to Kansas City he would

that" on the night that Volney disappeared, Edna suggested that ne '-rive her

sta-ei that he had met Leo on one occasion et Volney’s apartment on Broadway 
i KaLai City, and that he subsequently heard Yolney talk about him on various 
occasions, wniih gave him the impression that they are T.ry eood friends. 

Dovle also stated that he is’ positive that Yolney has numerous con- 
nections in joulin, Missouri, as he distinctly recalls that during the past 
two months he made frequent trips to Joplin.

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Doyle stated that Volney is afflicted with a venereal disease, 
which has reduced his resistance considerably in the past two or three months; 
further that Volney is becoming* mentally deranged and that at tines he acts 
like an extremely crazy person* He believes that this is hereditary# In 
this connection, he stated that one of Volney* s sisters is at present in an 
insane asylum* 

Ihe following memorandum was submitted by Special Agent John 
L* Vadala under date of February 15, 1935: 

With reference to the si pied stetenant taken free Edna Hurray 
et the Wyandotte County Jail at Kansas City, Kansas, February 12, 1935, as 
above set out, it will be noted that Volney Davis was borrowing considerable 
money from Fred and Doc Barker during the letter part of 1935; that arcund 
November 1, 1933, Volney suggested to Edna that they drive to Reno, Nevada, 
for the purpose of borrowing some money frem the boys, who were apparently 
in that city et that time* It will be further noted that at the time Volney 
and Edna left Aurora, Illihois, for Toledo, Ohio, on or about Mey 1, 1934, 
they had in their possession a considerable amount of money* As confirmation 
of this fact, it will be noted that Volney purchased a new 1934 model Ford 
Sedan in Toledo, Ghio, Kpy 21, 1934, paying $680* in cash for asme. Also 
at this time he gave $250 to Edna for an operation, and likewise paid Jess 
Doyle $250, which he had owed him for over a year* Shortly after this pay- 
ment on account, he sent $250 in money orders to Jess at Cardin, Oklahoma. 

Edna admitted to Agents that Volney stopped borrowing money after they left 
Aurora, Illinois, and believes that he paid Fred Barker and Doc Barker the 
money he had owed them. It will he recalled that shortly prior to this date, 
John J. "Boss" McLaughlin, through his anployees, exchanged approximately 
*57,000. of Bremer ransom money for good money in Chicago, Illinois; that the 
major pert of this currency was brought to Aurora, Illinois, by Russell Gibson 
and Jinny Wilson and given to Volney Davis* 

The foregoing information is set out to show that shortly prior 
to the Eremer kidnaping Volney Davis wes borrowing money in large anounts and 
that subsequent thereto, particularly after the period in which the Bremer 
ran sen money was sold in Chicago and brought to Aurora, Illinois, h© be gen to 
pay his debts, end appeared to have a great deal of money generally* 

Attention iB also invited to the information set out concern- 
ing Volney * s appearance In St# Paul, Minnesota, on the day of the kidnaping, 
end his associations with the Barker boys, et al, at that time* According 
to Edna’s statement, it will be noted that Volney Davis was away fran his 
apartment in St. Paul pert of the day on which Bremer was kidnaped; that on 
the day the news cane out concerning the kidnaping, Volney came hone very 
much excited and suggested that Edna move to Chicago, explaining to her t*i.at 

something had happened. 
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It will be further noted that while Edna was residing in 
Chicago during the period of Bremer’s captivity, Volney visited her on 
three or four occasions* At these times he would stay two or three days and 
then return a few days later* Further, that he was not In Chicago on the 
day Bremer was released, nor was he there the day previous* 


It is also interesting to note that during the entire time 
that Bremer was held, Harry Campbell did not appear at the apartment that 
Wynona Burdette and Edna had in Chicago, This is evidenced by Edna*B state- 
ments to the effect that on one or two occasions during this period, Wynona 
repeatedly asked Volney on his visits there where "her buff" (an alias of 
Harry Campbell) was, and when he would be back. It will be further noted that 
Harry Cenptell did not come to the epartment until the day following Bremer’s 
release, or the day after, and that about two days later he and Wynona went 
to Toledo, Ohio* 

It will also be noted that Edna advised that Willie Harrison 
visited them at the apartment on one occasion during the period of Bremer’s 
captivity. There is also pointed out the fact that Volney and Edna were in 
Buffalo /New York, on or about August 1, 1934; that they registered in a hotel 
end sometime later Volney went out by himself for two or three hours, stating 
that he was going to take a walk* It will be recalled that around this period, 
notes identified as part of the Bremer ran s cm money were discovered in Buffalo, 
New York* > \ .• • • 


In view of the admission by Jess Doyle of his participation in 
the robbery of the Bank of DrexBl, Drexel, Missouri, on December 13, 1934, 
it is thought appropriate at this time to set out the facts relative to that 
offense, which were obtained f ran Mr* Charles Eey, bookkeeper of the above bank, 
at the Wyandotte County Jail, Kansas City, Kansas, on February 15, 1935, He 
advised that entry to the bank had been made by the use of a crowber on the 
back door sometime prior to 8 o’clock the morning of December 13 • 1934 * He Y 
had been the first one to arrive, at approximately 8 A*M* , coming in the front 
door and going immediately to the back room to bang up his dollies* At that 
time two men, who were standing up against the wall - one air.ed with a *45 
automatic pistol and the other holding what appeared to be a long barrelled 
,39 caliber revolver — accosted him* They made him sit down on a box and wait 
until other members of the bank appeared* During this time they asked many 
questions concerning the number of employees; at what time tbs timelock cene 
off the safe; and other inquiries about the modus operand! of the bank* Abort 
ten minutes later H* T* Snook, Assistant Cashier, came in and the bandit aimed 
with the revolver accosted him when he was about half way from the front door 
to the back room, Snook had pulled down the blind on the front door v.'hen he 
first cere to the bank which, according to Eey, was a signal to 611 employees ^ 
entering thereafter that the bank was occupied. Like Hey, Snook was else placea 
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In a chair and questions were put to him in the same manner as they had pre- 
viously been asked of Hey* Mr* Hatch, the Cashier, cane in the hank about 
6;3C end both he end Snook were then forced to open the safe. The money was 
removed and placed in a calendar box which had been found in the back room, 
and then ell three employees were herded into the vault and the door slammed 
shut* After being threatened with death if they attempted to follow the 
bendits the two men made their escape out the back door where a car was 
waiting for them. According to Hey, it was apparent to him that either three 
or four men took part in the robbery. As well as he could remember hia de- 
scriptions of the bandits were as follows:

(It is also noted from the description given of bandit number 2 that it is 
quite possible he is identical with Jack Langdon, who, according to Doyle’s 
statement, accompanied Davis and him on this robbery) • 


Doyle, according to his own admissions, drove the 1S34 Old eio bile 
car and picked up the other men in the alley at the rear of the bank vhei. they 
made their departure through the back door* 
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In this connection, Deputy Sheriff P* J* KcAnany, of Drexel, 
1'issouri, was interviewed at the Wyandotte County Jail on the same date, and 
he advised that at about the time that the robbery was being camitted he 
had noticed a 1934 Oldsnobile Sedan perked on the East side of 2nd Street In 
Drexel, Kisscuri, which is the first street East of the Bank of Drexel* At 
that time, in addition to the man behind the wheel of the car, there was 
another person, who he described as a boy, sitting on the right side of the 
driver* His description of the driver, which is contained in memorandum form 
in the Kansas City Bureeu Office, quite accurately fits that of Jess Doyle* 

The description given by the Deputy Sheriff of the person described by him 
as a boy is aB follows:

..In view of the recent association with Volney Davis, Edna Murray 
and Earl Stuchlick, of Preston Paden, Edna IduiTay’s son, it is thought quite 
poseible that the person referred to by Deputy Sheriff KcAnany as a boy is 
identical with Paden. However, when asked concerning this Doyle definitely 
stated that there were only three persons who had participated in this robbery 
and that Preston Paden had not taken any part in it. However, it is thought 
that he might be attempting to hide the name of Paden in this regard since 
his denials were not at all emphatic* Consequently investigation is being 
conducted at this tine to determine the present whereabouts of Preston Paden 
so that definite information can be obtained concerning the Tobbery of the 
Bank of Drexel, rissouri, and also that of the National Banks at Okenah, Oklahoma. 

It should be noted here that the robbery of the Bank of Drexel, 
Drexel, 1'issouri, is not an offense caning within the investigative jurisdic- 
tion of this office. However, in view of the people participating in it end 
the important information that might be obtained concerning their contacts in 
and around Kansas City, it has been deemed highly advisable that inquiries be 
made* It is for this reason that the circumstances surrounding the robbery of 
the Drexel, Llissouri bank have been set out in this report and are being given 
careful consideration by this office. 

At this tine attention is called to letter to the Butte Bureau 
Office frcn the Kansas City Office under date of February 13, 1935, at which 
tine it was set out that investigation in this district has disclosed the feet 
that Volney Davis was closely associated with Earl Stuchlick, who else used 
the name of E* Stewart* It was farther stated that Davis indicated, prior to

Inquiries made by this office- in an effort to determine the ' 
present whereabouts of Stuchlick have resulted in the information that ttuch- 
llck is presently in Montana for the purpose of attempting to purchase an 
interest in a night club or reataurant located at the site of eome Government 
development, the none of the town having the word "Tort" contained in it. 

Ibis information, as contained in the letter to the Butte Office mentioned 
above, was received fran Hugh Larimer, an Attorney «t Topeka, Kansas, who in 
the past has represented -Stuchlick in a number of matters. It is thought 
probable that this town was Port Peck, Montana. According to Larimer he re- 
ceived a postcard fran Stuchlick on February 11, 1935, which was mailed at 
that point. As was further mentioned in the above letter to the Butte Office, 
it is known that Stuchlick was recently in Kansas City accompanied by the 
aon of Edna Murray, whose name Is Piston L» Peden* At that time these. * 
persons were driving a 1933 standardlfchevrolet Coupe, black, motor number 
MpJL4155; 1935 Missouri license 57-*618. This car at that time bore a spare tire 
cover with the following irords "Carl Farley, Amarillo, Texas" in red end white 
letters. A srall photograph of Stuchlick, which la the most recent in the 
possession of this office, was transmitted to the Butte Office along with the 
letter fran this office under date of February 1.3, 1935, together with a p>hoto- 
etetic copy of his signature on a hotel register in Kansas City under the nene 
of "E. Stewart".

It was suggested at this time that the Butte Office itmke' imme- 
diate efforte to locate both Stuchlick and Paden in the vicinity of Fort Peck 
in order that appropriate surveillance might be maintained in order to determine 
if Davis might make an effort to contact them. The Butte Office was further 
advised that efforts would be continued by this office to determine the exact 
location of Stuchlick, and, if successful, appropriate notification would be 
given by telegram. 

With reference to the car in which these persons might be 
traveling, it was also brought to the attention of the Butte Office that Stuchlic! 
might have an Oldsmobile .automobile, although nothing definite has been de- 
termined in this connection. Stuchlick at 'the present tine is on probation 
In connection with a counterfeiting charge in the District of Kensas, end is 
also under indictment for riolation of the Internal Bevenue Lavs and on bond ~ 

to appear at Wichita , Kansas during the month of Kerch. On the date oT the 
trananittal of the above information to the Butte Offiee the following descrip- 
tions of the two men mentioned were given:

With respect to the interviews had with Jees Doyle subsequent 
to the tl->e he signed the written state. -exit , which is set out in full in this 
report, it 7.113 also be noted that Doyle stated that he did net believe Yolney 
Davis participated in the robberies of the Eirst National rank of Okeneh, 

Oklahoma and the Ckenah National Bank, of Okemah, Oklahoma, since to -the best 
of his recollection Yolney Davis was in Kansas City on that day. It should 
also be noted thet subsequent to the recovery of the lie 11 on National Bank 
Travelers* checks found in the suit case taken from the car which Doyle had 
abandoned at the tine be surrendered, it later developed that the above suit- 
case was the property of Yolney Davis. When questioned as to the possible source 
from which Yolney Davis may have secured these checks, Doyle advised he believes 
he received then from a man whom he knows only as LEO. He further stated that 
to the test of his knowledge Leo is the only person with whom Yolney has connec- 
tions in Kansas City, Missouri# Although Jess Doyle denied any further knowledge 
as to the reason for his contention in this connection, he left with Special 
Agent John L. Liadala, ifcio interviewed him, the impression thet he has information 
on hand that positively establishes this possibility. In view of this he was 
interviewed at great length with reference to this matter but he would furnish 
no further explanation. . . v y 

Doyle stated that he had met Leo only on one occasion and that 

was around the latter part of January 1935* ■Qn that occasion Yolney had brought 

Leo to his epertment on Eroadway in Kansas City, Missouri, at which time Edna 

?*urray and he, Jess, were drinking ooffee in the kitchen of the apartment, 
when Yolney and Leo entered Davis casually introduced Leo to them, after which 
the two men went into the dining roam, and talked confidentially for about 25

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min utes. Doyle* states he does not know the nature of their conversation 
as he was not included in it. He further stated that he and Edna ware talk- 
ing about automobiles in general at this time and that when Leo left Yolney 
entered Into their discussion In this regard and remarked Leo owned a 1935 
Ford automobile. Aside from stating that Leo was possibly a Kansas City 
character Doyle had no further information concerning Leo, denying poei-~ 
tively that he knew any of the letter’s connections. On the day Davie was 
apprehended, according to Doyle, Edna suggested that he, Jess, drive her to 
an apartment building on Troost Avenue as she believed Yolney would possibly 
be at that place. This was quite late on the day Davis was apprehended at 
which time Edna, according to her own statement made to the writer end Special 
Agent John L. Kadala, was very much excited as to what had happened to him* 
Jess, at her direction, drove to 4915 Troost Avenue, which is the address of 
a large apartment building; that ahe entered the building alone, c omin g out 
a tez minutes later without having seen anyone. However, as they were driving 
away she looked hack at the building and at this time she observed a light 
in the apartment in question. She stated at that time that it was strange 
that no one had answered the door as there was obviously some one at home in 
view of the light which she had seen. Doyle at the time turned to see what 
apartmer. t Eclne had reference to and observed that same was located on the 
second floor in the rear on the north side of the building. 


Doyle further stated that he believed Yolney visited this apart- 
ment on the day prior to his, Davis’, arrest. After he and Yolney had left 
the United Kotors Service, where Davis had left the Pontiac Sedan for repairs, 
Davis, according to Doyle, directed him to drive to a point on Troost Avenue, 
opposite the car bams, where he got out of the car stating he had to see a 
fellow about something. Inasmuch as this location is only a block or two 
from 4915 Troost Avenue, Jess was of the opinion that DaviE went to this address 
but did not went him, Doyle, to know what place he was visiting. Leo was de- 
scribed by Doyle as follows:

On February 14, 1935, Special Agents John L. Hadale and R. G. 
Reed made an investigation at 4915 Troost Avenue, Kansas City, Hissouri, and 
learned that the apartment located on the second floor in the rear of the 
north side, as described by Doyle, is apartment number 8. No name was observed 
on the door of this apartment nor was there any neme posted on the mail box 
or the bell. The building is four stories high and consists of 18 furnished 
anartments. There is no switchboard and the only visible phone is locateo in 
the hallway on the first floor. The same is a pay phone end apparently is used 
by all tenants in the building excepting those, of course, who have private

phones installed in their apartments* . . ... 

Through inquiries made of the manager, W* L* Carter, informa- 
tion was received concerning every tenant of the building at 4915 Trooat* 

This procedure was followed eo thet it would not appear to Carter that Agents 
were particularly interested in. obtaining information concerning any particular 
occupant, such as those in apartment B. It was learned that Aparhnent B 
was occupied by a Mr* and MrsjHlJLtchell, first ncme unknown, that they had 
moved into the" building in^Auguet 1934. Nothing was known of the occupation 
or employment of Mitchell except the opinion of Carter that he was a gambler 
or bootlegger* Mitchell, according to the manager, usually sleeps ell day 
R-nfl goes out at night end appears to have plenty of money* Their rent was 
always paid promptly, according to Mr* Carter, and another man is thought to 
reside in the apartment with the Mitchells whose name or relationship to the 
Mitchells Carter did not know* Miss Carter, the manager's daughter, advised 
she recently noted that a dark canplexioned man with a dark mustache visited 
the Mitchells, and on a few occasions ehe had 6een Mr* Mitchell and his 
friend drive away with this man in a Dodge Coupe bearing Missouri tags* From 
Miss Carter it was also learned that Mr* Mitchell appeared to heve many male 
visitors* A 1935 Ford Sedan had been seen parked in the driveway beside the 
building, and, according to Miss Carter, it is quite likely t' at the same is 
or.r.ed bp the Mitchells* Mitchell is described by Mr* Carter end his daughter 
as fellows:

It should be noted at this time that the above eddress at 4915 
px>ost /venue, is being kept under surveillance by the Agents of this office 
in the hope that information might be obtained relative to the possible where- 
ebouts of Volney Devis or of his associates, inasmuch as it appears that he 
was well acquainted with people now residing at the above address. Information 
obtained fran Jess Doyle in this respect points to such a conclusion, although 
no one definitely answering the description of Davis or of anyone known to 
be an associate of his has been seen in the vicinity of 4915 Troost* 

In connection with the same natter Edna Murray was again inter- 
viewed .on February 16 1 1935 by Special Agent John L* Madala and the writer# 

She at first denied knowing anyone in Kansas City by the name of "Leo" but 
later admitted she had net him through Volney Davis on one occasion# After 
eing confronted with the fact that she had attempted to contact him on the 
cay she departed with Doyle from Kansas City for Pittsburg, Kansas, she also 
admitted going to apartment S at 4915 Troost Avenue on the day Davis disappeared, 
stating she went to thi6 piece for the reason that she believed that Lee would 
pc sait ly know where Volney was. She had learned of Leo’s address through 
Tr olnev, she advised, and that one night while she and Davis were out driving 
they drove past 4915 Troost, at which time he casually mentioned to her that 
Leo lived on the second floor in the rear of that address# Edna further stated 
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that on the night she went to this apartment no one was at home* 7/hen asked 
why she did not advise Agents of Leo’s address previously, that is, when Agents 
had specifically asked her for it, she stated that at that time she was not 
certain whether or not Volney had been arrested and consequently did not want 
to reveal his address as she thought Davis might seek refuge there* 

Edna Murray persistently denied knowing anything further con- 
cerning Leo and likewise denied knowing X* 8 wife or any of his associates* 
However, she later admitted that Johnn^feua!) , .alias Jack Lengdon, and hie 
girl friend, Helen, who, incidentally, is the one whom Doris O’Connor shot 
on February 5, 1935, in Kansas City, had lived at this address on the first 
floor sometime during the past three months. She also denied knowledge of 
any connection between Leo and/ Johnny Bush# 

Concerning thefTThite Swan Cafe, mentioned above, Edna stated 
this place was owned by a Johnny I 'i lie or some such name, who formerly was 
a gierd at the Missouri Statd Penitentiary, Jefferson City, Missouri* A men 
and woman known es Eddie end Berthe Drew, with whom Edna said she had been 
acquainted for five or six years, worked in the TShite Swan Cafe* She further 
remarked that about two months ago Volney end she had visited there in the ’ 
hope of finding her son Preston. However, die at that time was not successful 
in locating her boy at the above cafe. 

• It ie not believed that Edna Murray has told the truth in many 
respects, and in view of this it is entirely possible that the Thite ftwan Cafe 
was formerly a hangout for Volney Davis, and coupled with the fact that Agents 
G’Hehoney and Bryce have followed Mitchell’s associate to this Cafe it would 
appear that there is a possibility that this place is likewise a hangout for 
Leo and his associates# Further, there is a possibility that the latter ere 
the ones who robbed the national banks in Okenah, Oklahoma December 22, 1954* 
Further investigation of the above matters is being strenuously followed out 
at this time, the results of which will be reported as speedily as possible* 

In addition to the property recovered from both Edna MuiTay and 
Jess Doyle at the time of their arrest, the important articles of which have 
been set out in full in the body of thi6 report, there are other snail articles, 
including toilet articles and the like, a complete list of which is being 
retained in the Kansas City Bureau Office files * * • v , >

Concerning the investigation warranted by the discovery of the 
articles already listed in the body of this report, letters are being dispatched

In addition to the originals of the statements made by Jess 
Doyle and Edna Hurray, which, as heretofore stated, are being transmitted to 
the St* Paul Office, there are also being forwarded to the office of origin 
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the waivers of Removal signed on February 7 and February 8, 1935, by Jess 
~cVle end Fdna Murray, respectively* The Waiver of Removal signed February 
6 1535 by Volney Davis, during his short detention in the Kansas City Bureau 

Office, is being trananitted to the Chicago Office. It should likewise be 
noted that the Winchester Automatic Rifle, *401 caliber, number 12304; 

Scared off winchester Model 97 pomp, 12 gauge shotgun, barrel length nbout

filling station apparently operated in conjunction with a parking lot. The 
city directory showed this station to be Owned by one William H* Williams , 

The gasoline handled there being that of the Diamond Petroleum Company* 
Inquiries through that company revealed Williams no longer operated that 
station and it was presently under lease to John E. Belcher end H* K* Simpson, 
who took over the filling station on December 1, 1934* - . 



Further inquiries were made by Special Agent V* R. Clary to 
determine the reputation end reliability of both of the above mentioned in-

E. B. Butler, Chief of Police 4 At UlAWIA"t6WTl, 

Florida, advised Special Agent B. F. Fitzsimons at Miami, by telephone, that 
he had received information to the effect that Karpis and Campbell were in 
hiding at Woodyard Hammock; that Chief Butler had been so informed by * 
woman who, in turn, had received the information from her brother who was 
living in Miami. Chief Butler advised agent Fitzsimons that his information 
was reliable and that he did not desire to discuss the details further over 
the telephone. Therefore, Special Agents R. E. Tollett and B. F. Fitzsimons 
left Miami immediately for Clewistown in order to confer further with Chief 
Butler. * / - * ^ 

Upon arrival at Clewistown Chief Butler stated 
that he did not know the identity of the woman, above-mentioned, nor the 
identity of her brother and his location at Miami, although he had represented 
to agent Fitzsimons during the course of the telephone conversation that he 
had /personally talked with the woman in question. However, he stated that one 
R.yTCeorge, a resident of Clewistown, hacyinformed him that George had been In 
conversation with one Doctor Charles T^^yess of Clewistown on Monday, February

Egress exhibited photographs of Karpis and Campbell to George , stating that l 
he knew where they were; that he had received information concerning their 1 . 
location through a woman acquaintance; that it was the understanding of 
Doctor Dyess that Karpis and Campbell were living in a house at Woody ard 
Hammock, also known as "Devil's Garden" which is located about sixty-five 
miles southwest of Clewistown; that Doctor Eyess further informed George 
that he and his woman acquaintance were going to Devil's Garden on Tuesday 
evening, February 19, 1935, and they would then observe the surroundings and 
advise George accordingly after their return the following day. At this 
point Chief Butler was questioned as to whether Eyess had reported anything 
and he stated that he had not; that Butler had gone to talk to Eyess just 
prior to the time he called agent Fitzsimons at Miami, but he found iyess 
"dead drunk" , also advising that Eyess has the reputation of being an in- 
veterate drunkard and unreliable. 

In company with Chief Butler agents Tollett and Fitz- 
simons interviewed E. George who offered substantially the same information 
as Chief Butler concerning his conversation with Eyess, but he added that he 
personally had seen Karpis and Campbell at Clewistown on an occasion about 
a week ago; that he was driving towards Clewistown when he came upon two 
men hitch-hiking; that he gave them a ride, one individual sitting in the 
front seat with him who, he claimed, resembled the photograph pf Campbell 
and the other individual rode in the rear seat, hut he could not identify 
that individual as Karpis or any of the subjects in this matter, stating 
that he did not observe him closely. George claimed that he left the hitch- 
hikers on the highway near Clwwistown. When questioned as to the identity of 
the so-called woman informant, George likewise disclaimed knowledge of her 
identity, stating that she is an acquaintance of Eyess and indicating that 
she is of bad repute. When questioned concerning the photographs of Karpis 
and Campbell which Eyess was said to have exhibited to George, he replied 
that they were not identical with those appearing on the Bureau Identifica- 
tion orders, and that they were on paper. 

Doctor Charles T. Eyess was interviewed ly agents 
Tollett and Fitzsimons at a disreputable boarding house at Clewistown where 
he resides. Doctor Eyess was noticeably under the influence of dope or 
liquor and it became necessary to have him awakened by the la n d l ady before 
the interview was conducted. Doctor Eyess stated that he had been informed 
hy a woman whose identity he would not disclose beyond stating that her name 
is Bessie, that Karpis and Thomas H. Robinson, Jr., (not Campbell) were 
together about three miles from Fort Meyers, Florida; that they have been 
together for some time. Eyess was then questioned concerning the identity of 
the woman's brother in Miami, and he stated that she has a brother at Miami, 
but he did not know his name or his location there. Be further stated that 
he had attempted to question his woman friend more closely, but she would 
not discuss the matter further. Eyess exhibited an identification order for 
Thomas H. Robinson, Jr., which had been mailed to him by the Jacksonville 
office and claimed he knew Karpis and Robinson were together. When questioned 
concerning Campbell he stated that he did not know him and when questioned 
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relative to photographs of those individuals which he is said to have 
exhibited to George, above-mentioned, Eyess replied that he did not have 
photographs of Karpis and Campbell. When questioned as to whether Karpis 
and Campbell or Karpis and Robinson were not located at Woody ard Hammock 
or "Devil* s Garden", Dyes 3 replied that they were not and insisted that 
his woman-friend had told him Karpis and Robinson were at Fort Meyers, or 
about three miles from there, but his information as to the geographical 
direction of the alleged place near Fort Meyers was totally lacking. 



It was obvious that neither Doctor Eyess, Chief of 
Police Butler nor R. George were possessed of information of value to this 
matter. Doctor Eyess, because of his reputation and his obvious condition 
when the interview was had, is considered unreliable, and for that reason 
no further investigation was conducted. It is believed Chief Butler was 
sincere in his endeavor to cooperate, but apparently he was mis-informed, 
either by Eyess or George or both. It may also be stated that Chief Butler 
denied that he had informed agent Fitzsimons during the course of the 
telephone conversation that he had received his information from the woman 
above-mentioned. However, he so represented the facts on that occasion.

Subsequent to the apprehension of Jez&tftoyle and »9m^jia»rray , 
there were found in theut/possession negotiable securities which yr^ ^y ny> - 
stolen from the Bank oX/irexel, Missouri and thdj^kemah, Oklahoma banks, 
yy Doyle stated that Volney^/Davis had obtained at "least some of these securities

could not be accounted for. Since Jess Doyle had stated that Volney Davis had 

visited this apartment on two occasions I instructed the Kansas City Office to 

advise the United States Attorney of the facts and ascertain whether Ke would 
authorize a John Doe Complaint against these individuals for harboring Davis, 
in order that they could be taken into custody and properly questioned. 
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The following information concerning the efforts of the Kansas City 
Office to apprehend Leo were transmitted to the Bureau by telegram. About 
10:00 P.M. on the night of February 22, Deputy Sheriff Calloway of the Sheriff's 
Office at Kansas City, followed two men carrying a handbag, from the apartment 
building located at 4915 Troost Street to a beer parlor, located et 3407 Troost 
Street, and telephoned the Kansas City Bureau Office. Agents Clary, Bryce end 
Scott proceeded to the beer parlor but were unable to locate Calloway or anyone 
fitting the description of Leo. These Agents remained in the beer parlor, 
keeping the petrons under surveillance. In the meanwhile, Agents Shanahan end 
Parry proceeded to the beer perlor and found Deputy Sheriff Calloway watching the 
place from e nearby automobile. While these Agents were talking with Calloway 
a woman and a man left the beer parlor, having in their possession a bag Similar 
to the one which had been carried from the apartment building located at 4915 
Troost Street. The man was not identical with the individual whom Calloway had 
believed to be Leo, but the Agents thought he answered Leo's description and 
evidently attempted to stop and question him. The man disappeared between two 
buildings and the woman proceeded down the street carrying the bag. The Agents 
pursued the fleeing man who doubled back and warned two associates in the beer 
parlor,/ with the result that three men ran down the street. The last individual 
who flid from the beer parlor was apprehended and gave the name Russell^Lane, 
eliasdT Spike”. He is being held by the Sheriff's Office at Kansas City / upon 
a charge of carrying concealed weapons, he being armed at that time with a .45 
calibre pistol. The other twy^ individuals diseppee/ed and Russell Lene states 

that his companions were John^ackson and Charles' 
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Led, Jess Doyle or v olney Davis and likewise denied participation in any. 
bank robberies. Lane's fingerprints have been obtained and are being trans- 
mitted to the Bureau. 

In the telegraphic summary submitted by the Kansas City Bureau 
Office it is atfcted that the Agents deemed it inadvisable to question parties 
inside of the beer parlor because of its crowded condition and the doubtful 
identification by the Agents of the persons sought. 

I have instructed the Kansas City Office to forward complete 
detailed statements concerning this entire occurrence to the Bureau immediately. 
A complete brief will be submitted immediately upon the receipt of the detailed 
statement.

In discussing the potential source of tlv^fT’leak" in the Ch i s ag o- 1 
Division Office, from which newspaper representatives appear to obtain informa- 
tion concerning developments in Division cases, Mr. Nathan recalled that on 
the morning following the apprehension of Doc^Barker, a newspaper reporter 
appeared at the Chicago Division Office and asked Mr. Nathan whether it was 
not a fact that AlviirKarpis was in custody. You will recall that it was our 
belief at the division that it had been Karpis who was apprehended and it 
is possible that you were so informed by telephone. On the following morning, 

I talked to the Chicago Division Office and mentioned the name of Karpis 
several times in connection with the individual being held in the Chicago 
Division Office. While it is possible that the inquiry of the Chicago newspaper 
man was just a "shot in the dark", there Lrf; a strong possibility that this 
information was obtained as a result of aJ^Celephonejtap upon the telephone 
of the Chicago Division Office, since erroneous information concerning the 
apprehension of Karpis was then being transmitted by telephone. 

I will have the Chicago Division Office check further on this.

Mr. McKee telephoned from the Chicago Office with reference to 
the above matter, and informed thet he had talked with Special Assistant 
to the Attorney General Hagan whc^had informed, that he, Hagan, did not 
appreciate the attitude of Judgj^Woodward, who is hearing the Gleason 
case; that Judge Woodward overruibd the demurrer "for the present", and 
had stated that he doubted very seriously if there is such a charge as 
conspiracy to harbor.

Mr. Kingman, acting in chargepf the Jacksonville Office, called 
at 3:10 P.M. and stated that Delor^flCpelaney and WynorrB*)[Burdette, connected 
vdth tha Bremer case, arrived yestemay and were placed on the 25th floor 
of th&^ounty Building. He said that the 25th floor had no accommodations 
for keeping the prisoners separate; that they ate in a common dining room 
and could communicate back and forth at different times during the day. 

Kingman also said that the 24th floor consisted of a gallery, which was used 
by tourists for obtaining a view of the bay and the city. He also said that 
this gave the prisoners a chance to communicate with various people, who might 
be on the 24th floor gallery. . He said that Agent Fitzsimons communicated 
with the United States Attorney there, who of course had no authority to make 
any particular recommendations. Kingman felt it was a matter that should be 
taken up with the United States Marshal. Fitzsimons advised Kingman that a 
Mr. Fox, who is the Probation Officer, insisted that he be given an interview 
frith one of the girls, aged 19. Kingman believed that he wanted to see the 
girl out of curiosity and that it wasn’t essential that he talk to her et this 
time. 


Mr. Kingman stated that he didn’t have any recommendations on the 
subject other than that the attention of Mr. Bates should be directed to the 
situation and that he might be able to employ guards so as to prevent any 
communication between anyone appearing on the 24th floor and the prisoners 
on the 25th floor. This, of course, would have to be handled through the 
United States Marshal’s office, according to Mr. Kingman. Mr. Kingman also 
said that they had thought about communicating with the Board of County Com- 
missioners, requesting them to shut off the visitors from the 24th floor. 

He said that he and the United States Attorney were reluctant to do this and 
felt that the Board of County Commissioners probably would not grant the 
request anyway. He stated further that he merely wanted to give this advice 
to you for any action which you might deem necessary.

On February 16, 1935 I conferred briefly with Special Agents 
R. D. Brown and S. K. McKee relative to their investigations at^pabana, 
Cuba and Wani, Florida. Their Investigations show that Wi Hi y Harrison 
and Cas sluy McDonald registered at the El Camodoro, Miami, Flqlrlda from 
September 1st to 12th, 1934 and during that period they also registered 
at Netlonal Hotel et Habana, Cuba from September 9th to 11th, 1934, 
occupying a three room suite at the latter place. Investigation also 
showed that on September 5th, 1934 McDonald, with the assistance of two 
Cubans, RenefBolivar and one^hiiz, exchanged £18,000.00 in currency at 
a Cuban gold' house named Itl^r and Guas. Some of the currency was also 
exchanged at the La Dlchosa another gold house. On September 10, 1934 
McDonald and Bolivar exchanged £72,000.00 In £5 and £10 bills at the 
Chase Natlonel Bank at which time they obtained bills of large denomi- 
nations. 

/Agents Brown and McKee also traced three telegrams from 
Nathaniey Heller to Joe H^Adams and one telegram from Adams to Feller 
the word/ng of which telegram indicated that they concerned the move- 
ments of the Barker-Earpls gang. 


With reference to the possibility of showing knowledge on the 
part of Nathaniel Heller that Alvin Kerpls was known to him, the Agents 
pointed out thax his photograph had appeared in a Cuban newspaper known 
as "El Avance", shortly after the escape of Karpis from Atlantic City, 

New Jersey. I pointed out that this would not assist in showing knowledge 
prior to the time when Heller Is alleged to have assisted Karpis. 


This memorandum Is submitted as a matter of record inasmuch as 
the complete report covering the activities of Agents Brown and McKee has 
been received.

Mr. Tanm inquired whether the fingerprints 
of Russell! Lane , aliasy'Spike", had been transmitted to V7ashington; also 
whether Lane has been thoroughly questioned concerning his possible con- 
nection w#L Jess! Doyle and Yolney Davis in the robbery of the national 
banks at jLkemah, Oklahoma, or other bank robberies. 

Pursuant to Hr. Tann T s instructions, there are being attached 
hereto three copies of memoranda furnished by Special Agents R. P. 
Shanahan, D. A. Bryce, N. 0.. Scott, V. I. Parry, and Y. R. Clary, con- 
cerning their knov, -ledge of the efforts male to apprehend the party 
known as Leo on the evening aforementioned. In compliance with Bureau 
instructions, a telegraphic summary of such statements was furnished to 
the Bureau on this date. 


Special Agent Shanahan, to whom the matter is assigned in this 
office, advises that immediately after Lane was picked up and at subse-

4915 Troost, and having learned through s the_managenent of t;he interest of 
this office in locating the party known as Leo. Agent Hiller immediately 
communicated by telephone with Special Agent Bryce, located at the Pickwick 
Hotel, near the Bureau Office, and directly across the street from the 
garage where the Bureau automobiles are stored. Agent Bryce was instructed 
to pick up as many of the other Agents as he could of those residing et 
the Pickwick, and also to pick up Special Agent Clary, who resides in the 
vicinity of 3407 Troost, and who had been advised by telephone to be ready 
to join Agent Bryce.

they had been unable to identify any party which they believed to be Leo, 
but were continuing their efforts and if they saw any person leaving the 
place fitting the description of I^o, such person would be picked up for 
questioning. Special Agent Shanahan was given some general instructions ^ 
concerning the handling of the matter, and again was requested to report; 
bv* telephone at frequent intervals. Shortly thereafter, he advised by J 
telephone that one party hod been picked up and taken to the Bureau Office 
for questioning, and that the Agents had been unable to detain two compan- 
ions of this mar.. Agent Miller then proceeded immediately to the office,

wh'erl Russell Lane, alias Spike, was questioned at considerable length « 
in an endeavor to obtain frcmi hin information concerning the parties who 
had bqen with him at the beer joint. Lane stated that these parties were 
Charley lllitchell and Johnny^Jaekson. He denied knowing Volney Davis, Jess 
Doyle, or any party named Leo. * He furnished two or three addresses where 
Llitchell and Jackson might be located, and .Agents Bbyce, Parry, Shanahan, 

0 ’Mahoney, and Yandover, together with Deputy Sheriff Calloway, immediately 
proceeded to the addresses mentioned. Investigation at these places, how- . 
ever, was without success. Special Agents Hiller and Clary remained at the 
office with Lane, who was kept handcuffed at all times. Upon the return 
of the otner Agents, they, together with John Kelly, Chief Deputy Sheriff, 
continued the questioning of Lane for about three hours, but obtained 
practically no information of value. 

As the Sheriff’s office had been seeking Lane for some time in 
connection with a bank robbery at 7/ebb City, Missouri, Deputy Sheriff Kelly 
agreed to hold Lane on a charge of carrying concealed weapons, the under- 
standing being the t Lane would be released to the Federal Government if 
further investigation should develop a Federal charge against Mm. 

Lane delivered to Agents a key to the apartment which he states 
he has been occupying with Jackson at 4915 Troost Street, and consented to 
Qjny investigation desired at that place. Agent Shanahan discussed this 
matter with Chief Deputy Sheriff Kelly, who is interested in apprehending 
some of Lane’s associates, and also with Hr. T. F. McDonald, Deputy United 
States Marshal, who holds the warrant for Leo. As a result of this confer- 
ence, arrangements were made whereby an Agent of this office, together with 
Llr. McDonald and Deputy Sheriff Calloway, are maintaining a continuous sur- 
veillance in Lane’s aoartment, in an endeavor to apprehend Leo for the 
Government, or any of* his associates, who may be desired by the Sheriff’s 
This surveillance will be continued until Leo is apprehended or 
instructions are received from the Bureau to discontinue this surveillance.
